1t should be the duty 
ofthe Health Officer to ascertain whether the 
hulk is suitable for the use to which it is proposed 
to put it,” It would be scandalous to allow the 
owners of this vessel to pack seven or cight hun- 
dred Chinese on board of a miserable flatboat, 
where they would be sure to die away like sheep.

No one ofthe siahimaicdae races, says the

frame with wv plentiful luncheon provided at the 
country’s expe And nany people would be 
greatly surprised if, after being lect through: the 
long corridors of the new Royal Courts af Justice, 
they at last joined the crowd waitin for admis- 
sion to Judges’ Chambers, and foamd out the real 
nature of the business (hat is daily being: tran- 
sacted there, 

The fact of the case is that some ofthe hardest 
partofa Judge's work is that transacted by him 
when siting in Chambers, “Take the Common 
Law Division for example. Formerly Judges! 
Chambers were in a building in Sergeants’ Inn,
